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B.— CONFERENCE RULES OF ORDER. 



Adopted in 1869, modified in 1875, and adopted at each session since. 

1. The Conference shall meet at 8:30 o’clock a. m., and adjourn at 
12 m., hut may alter the time of meeting and adjourn at its discretion. 

2. The President shall take the chair precisely at the time to which 
the Conference stood adjourned. The first half hour of the session shall 
be devoted to religious services, and thereafter the journals of the pre- 
ceding day shall he read and approved. 

3. The President shall decide all questions of order, subject to an 
appeal to the Conference; but, in case of an appeal, the question shall be 
taken without debate. 

4. He shall appoint all Committees, not otherwise specially ordered 
by the Conference, but any member may decline serving on more than one 
Committee at the same time. 

5. All motions and resolutions introduced by any member shall be 
‘ reduced to writing, if the President, Secretary, or any member of the 

Conference requests it. 

6. When a motion, resolution, or report presented is read by the Sec- 
retary, or stated by the President, it shall be deemed in possession of the 
Conference, but any motion or resolution may be withdrawn by the mover 
at any time before action or amendment. 

7. No new motion or resolution shall be made before the one under con- 

sideration has been disposed of, which may be done by adoption or re- 
jection, unless one of the following should intervene, which motions shall 
have precedence in the order in which they are placed, viz.: Indefinite 

postponement, lying on the table, reference to a Committee, postponement 
to any given time, or amendment. 

8. No member shall be interrupted when speaking, except by the 
President, to call him to order when he departs from the question, uses 
personalities or disrespectful language; but any member may call the 
attention of the President to the subject when he deems the speaker out 
of order, or any other member may explain when he thinks himself mis- 
represented. 

9. When any member is about to speak in debate, or deliver any 
matter to the Conference, he shall rise from his seat and respectfully ad- 
dress himself to the President. 

10. No person shall speak more than twice on the same subject or 
more than fifteen minutes at one time, without leave of the Conference; 
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nor shall any person speak more than once until every member choosing 
to speak shall have spoken. 

11. When any motion or resolution shall have passed, it shall be in 
order for any member who voted with the prevailing side to move a re- 
consideration. 

12. No member shall absent himself from the services of Conference 
without leave, unless he is sick or unable to attend. 

13. No member shall be allowed to vote on any question who is not 
within the bar of the Conference at the time such question is put by the 
President, except by leave of Conference, when such member has been 
necessarily absent. 

14. Every member who shall be within the bar at the time the ques- 
tion is put shall give his vote, unless the Conference, for special reasons, 
excuses him. 

15. No motion shall be considered unless seconded. 

16. The Secretary shall keep a journal of the proceedings of the Con- 
ference, and, when approved, shall record them in a book provided for 
that purpose. He shall take charge of the journal and other papers of the 
Conference, and preserve them with care; suffer no person to take a copy 
of any paper during the interval of Conference, except with the consent 
of the Conference; and shall forward the journal and papers to the next 
Annual Conference. 

17. A motion to adjourn shall be in order at any time, and shall be 
decided without debate. 

18. No preacher shall bring any charge against any member of this 
Conference until he has first given him information of the same, either 
by letter or otherwise, ten days in advance, if practicable, so the accused 
may have an opportunity for defense. 

19. When any brother intends to object to the passage of another’s 
character, it shall be his duty to hand the name of the person against 
whom objections are to be made to the President of the Conference. 

20. Two-thirds of the members present, and voting, may order the 
previous question on a pending motion.

After brief remlarfcs by 
Brother Gullen and several prayers by the menubers of the Conference, 
Hymn No. 180, “All Hail the Power of Jesus’ Name,” closed an uplifting 
and helpful service. 

Bishop Henderson Presides. Bishop Henderson took the chair and 
introduced Bishop McDowell, who spoke with emphasis on the “Claims of 
the Ministry of Jesus Christ upon the Young Men of this Day.”

The Bishop ap- 
pointed Dunning Idle, W. H. MacClenthen and D. C. Littlejohn to act as 
the committee. 

George B. Marsh briefiy addressed the Con- 
ference, presenting a gavel for the use of its presiding officer, made from 
wood taken from the historic Church at Romeo. Bishop Henderson re- 
ceived the gavel on behalf of the Conference. 

Board of Temperance Building. Bishop McDowell solicited the inter- 
est and cooperation of the Conference in the new building to be con- 
structed in Washington, D. C., by the Board of Temperance. 

Assistant Treasurers Announced. F. M. Purdy, the Treasurer, nomi- 
nated the following assistants, who were confirmed: J. M. Pengelley, W. 

J. Dudgeon, Rial Simons, J. E. McKenzie, H. Biddlecombe, C. H. Brewer. 

Adjournment. Announcements were made, and the Conference ad- 
journed, W. B. Weaver pronouncing the benediction. 
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Evening Service. 

Sacramental Service. The devotional meeting led by J. S. Steininger 
opened with the singing of Hymn 317, “More Love to Thee,” followed hy 
a brief address on 1 Cor. 11-1 by Brother Steininger. Several brethren 
offered prayer and Hymn 489, “He Leadeth Me,” was sung. The sacra- 
mental address, delivered by A. W. Stalker, was rich in spiritual quality 
and directed the members of the Conference to find strength in the secret 
of Christ’s presence.

They were 
confirmed. 

Changes in Standing Committees. On motion of W. M. Ward, the 
cabinet was requested to make the necessary changes in the standing 
committees and Conference Boards. 

Resolution of Welcome to Bishop Henderson. On motion of H. Felton, 
the following resolution was presented by the Secretary and unanimously 
adopted by a standing vote: 

Whereas, in the providence of God, Bishop Theodore S. Henderson 
has again been assigned to the Detroit Area, we, the members of the De- 
troit Annual Conference, in regular session assembled, desire to place on 
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pGrmaiiBiit record our pGrsonal and collGctivo plGasure at such return, 
and in the strength of God pledge him our prayerful and practical co- 
operation in all his plans for the extension of the kingdom of Christ 
throughout the Area and the World. 

Question 14 Called. Under Question Fourteen, the characters of the 
District Superintendents and the effective elders of the Conference were 
examined and passed. 

Superintendents’ Report. John Dystant read the composite Report of 
the District Superintendents. (See Reports.) 

Referred to Committee on Conference Relations. On the motion of 
E. J. Warren, the case of A. E. Healey was referred to the Committee 
on Conference Relations. 

Question 15 Called. Under Question Fifteen the following transfers 
were announced: King D. Beach to the Michigan Conference, D. S. Shaw 

to the Wyoming Conference, J. G. Benson to the New York Conference. 
J. A. Karr to the Oklahoma Conference. 

Question 2 Called. Under Question Two the transfer of P. F. Stair 
from the W isconsin Conference was announced and he was introduced. 

P. J. Maveety Introduced. Bishop Henderson presented Dr. P. J. 
Maveety, Secretary of the Board of Negro Education, who spoke briefly on 
the work of that Board. 

Question 16 Called. Under the call of Question Sixteen, the following 
names of the deceased members of the Conference were read while the 
Conference stood:— Salem A. Dean, J. W. Fenn, N. Dickey, S. M. Gil- 
chriese, C. W. Baldwin, W. J. Passmore and Richard Carlyon. The Bishop 
offered prayer. 

Memorial Service. The Conference Memorial Service, under the presi- 
dency of D. Hasler Glass, brought its usual tender message and spiritual 
uplift to the Conference. Hymn 415, “Faith of Our Fathers,” was sung, 
and C. M. Thompson led the Conference in prayer. Joseph Dutton read 
11 Kings 2. The Charles Wesley Club sang very feelingly, “The Land of the 
S^eet Bye and Bye.” The memory of the late C. W. Baldwin was given 
a tribute that combined the affection of his family and his brethren of 
the Conference, in a beautiful floral tribute sent by his son, Howard A. 
Baldwin. It was graciously received by the Bishop, who voiced the affec- 
tion of the Conference. 

Frank Cookson was introduced by the chairman, and delivered a 
strong and deeply spiritual message, in which he exalted the works and 
memory of the brethren departed. The Chas. Wesley Club sang “O, to 
Be Over Yonder.” 

Referred to Committee on Conference Relations.. On motion of E. J. 
Warren the case of G. F. Hathaway, who desires a supernumerary rela- 
tion, was referred to the Committee on Conference Relations. 

Adjournment. The announcements were made, and the Conference 
adjourned with the singing of the Doxology and the benediction by Seth 
Reed. 
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Wednesday Afternoon. 

Opening. Hymn 329, “Pass Me Not, O Gentle Savior,” was sung anti 
prayer offered by R. T. Kilpatrick, followed by the singing of Hymn 337, 
“Prince of Peace Control My Will.” 

“The Conversation on the Work of God” was directed by Bishop 
Henderson, who spoke a preliminary word on the evangelistic conquest 
of the church, and called on the brethren to gi\*e their testimony. It 
was a time of great spiritual refreshing as the ministers spoke earnestly 
of the spiritual awakening in their own lives and charges. Prayer was 
offered by the Bishop. 



THIKD DAY. 



Thursday Morning, September 23, 1920. 

Opening. Bishop Henderson presiding, the opening hymn. No. 143, 
“In the Cross of Christ I Glory,” was sung, and Reuben Crosby offered 
prayer. Hymn 411, “O, Master, Let Me Walk With Thee,” was then sung. 
Reading as the scriptural basis of his thought a portion of chapters 3 and 
4 of the Acts of the Apostles, the Bishop delivered the second address on 
“The Church of the Messiah,” setting forth the victorious and prophetic 
Church as marked by its ability to restore the wastes of character and 
renew the lives of men. The Bishop closed by reading the impressive 
poem of Nicholls Vachell Lindsey, “General Booth Enters Into Heaven.” 

Journal Approved. The Journal was read and approved. 

Report of Special Committee. On motion of Dunning Idle, the report 
of the Special Committee on the adjustment of payment of claims to cer- 
tain retired preachers was adopted as follows: 

Your Committee appointed to consider the interests of certain of cur 
Conference claimants, as presented by the Secretary of the Board of Stew- 
ards, whereby it appears that unintentional injustice has been wrought by 
the operation of the advanced payment plan, has given the matter such 
consideration as the limited time and attending circumstances permitted, 
and presents the following as in their judgment the best solution of the 
problem involved. 

First. It appears that up to the time that the General Conference 
recognized the Claimants as one of the co-ordinated parties in the matter 
of ministerial support in 1908, it was not the rule to pay the Claimants any- 
thing from the funds until the Conference Session following retirement, 
unless the Conference recommended special consideration by the Board of 
Stewards. Since that time, with five exceptions, all who have been re- 
tired have participated in the distribution of the funds immediately upon 
the retirement. 

Second. When the Quarterly Plan of distribution went into effect one 
year ago, the Conference evidently failed to remember that all claims were 
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not being paid in advance, as it now appears that twenty-four retired men 
and forty-two widows had a just claim that should have been paid in 
September, 1919. 

Third. We therefore, recommend that the Board of Stewards be di- 
rected to pay these twenty-four men and forty-two widows their full claim 
for the year just closed, according to the plan of former years, and to con- 
tinue such plan of payment as long as they continue to be claimants on our 
funds, and that the quarterly advanced payments, put into operation one 
year ago, be continued to all other claimants. And we further recommend 
that the Board of Stewards be requested to adjust all and any claims up- 
on the death of any claimant. 

Conference Two Per Cent Plan Sustained. The motion of W. M. "Ward 
transferring the two per cent fund for immediate distribution did not pre- 
vail. 



Board of Conference Claimants. Earl R. Rice was introduced and 
represented the Board of Conference Claimants of Chicago, and on behalf 
of the Board presented the Conference Board of Stewards a cheque for 
$250.00 which represented an increase over last year’s apportionment. 

Corporate Conference. The Corporate Conference held its annual 
meeting, J. E. Jacklin presiding. (See Report.) 

Resolution Standardizing Special Conditions for Admission. On mo- 
tion of E. M. Moore the following resolution was adopted: 

Whereas the work of the Ministerial Equipment Committee has re- 
vealed the necessity for a more uniform requirement on the part of our 
Conference governing candidates who seek admission on trial but who have 
not completed a course of study equivalent to the University Senate require- 
ments for admission to college; 

THEREFORE be it resolved: 

First. That we require all special or exceptional cases when recogniz- 
ed by the Ministerial Equipment Committee to take a course which shall 
include the study of Commercial Arithmetic, Elementary Bookkeeping, 
General History, English and American Literature, General Science and 
Elementary Agriculture. 

Second. That this course shall be completed before the Board of Ex- 
aminers shall admit the candidate to the First year of the Conference 
Course of Study. 

Third. And that a requisite number of the members of our Board of 
Examiners be assigned to this special Course of Study.

further development of our School, we present to our respective Annual 
Conferences the following joint recommendations of the faculty, the Stu- 
dent Body, the Summer School Senate and the Board of Examiners. 

1st. That it be the action of these Conferences, in view of the 
value of the Summer School of Theology to the students, and the moral 
obligation of attendance created through financial support by our Confer- 
ences, that every student be required to be present, as provided in recent 
General Conference legislation, except when definitely excused by the joint 
concurrence of the Dean of the School and the Chairman of the Board of 
Examiners of the Conference to which the student belongs. 

2nd. That the Conferences respectfully request and urge each Dis- 
trict Superintendent to give every attention possible to the students in the 
Course of Study on their respective Districts, ascertaining frequently wheth- 
er such students are giving a reasonable amount of time to their studies, 
and positively and definitely endeavoring to secure a 100% attendance at 
the Summer School from their respective Districts. To make possible this 
closer cooperation between the Superintendents, Boards of Examiners, and 
Summer School, we recommend that Registrars of the Conference Boards 
furnish each Superintendent early in the Conference year with a list of all 
men on their Districts who are in the Course of Study and the specific work 
each student of such District is taking. We also recommend as a measure 
looking toward larger accessions to our Conferences that the Superintend- 
ents furnish the Registrar of their respective Boards of Examiners with a 
list of men on their Districts who ought to be candidates for admission to 
Conference, so that these men can be encouraged by the Board in the early 
and intelligent pursuit of their studies and can also be gotten to the Sum- 
mer School. 
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3rd. We recommend that the personnel of the Boards of Examiners 
he selected with a view to adaptation for and specialization in specific de- 
partments of study and with a further objective of having only such men 
on these Boards as will he best adapted to serve on the Summer School 
Faculty as a distinctive part of their work and will be willing to render 
such service if needed for the full period of the summer school session 
for at least two years of the quadrennium. We ask also for the selection 
of such men only as are in sympathy with and will give careful and pains- 
taking attention to the correspondence features involved in the plan of 
the General Conference Commission for the conduct of the Course of Study. 

4th. We recommend the immediate enrollment through a special 
standing committee elected by the Conference of as large a number of men 
as can be secured to take up the new Graduate Course of Study. In furth- 
erance of such Graduate Study we also recommend a Graduate School to 
be held at Albion beginning the opening day of the Undergraduate Summer 
School and to be arranged for by the Summer School Senate in conjunc- 
tion with the aforesaid standing committee; said Graduate School to pro- 
vide class work in such units of work as now exist or may be provided by 
the General Conference Commission on Courses of Study and at least one 
special lecturer from outside the bounds of our Conferences. 

5th. We recommend that each Conference raise the sum of $400.00 
for the undergraduate school for the ensuing year and a sum of $100.00 
for the Graduate School, neither Conference to be bound by a larger sum 
than is pledged by the other. 

6th. That the Summer School Senate be authorized to modify these 
recommendations at their discretion where changes may be found necessary 
to bring them in to conformity with the developing plans of the General 
Conference Commission on Courses of Study.

J its being used as originally intended as an added endowment for the bene- 

I fit of the Conference Claimants, be it resolved 

f| That every member of the Conference shall consider it his high privi- 

1 lege and moral obligation to pay at the earliest possible time each year 
a the full amount of his assessment, and if in arrears to the Fund at the 
present time will seek to make the payment of the full amount now due, 
on or before October 1st, 1920. 

Non-paym.ent of the 2% Assessment. On motion of W. G. Nixon, the 
following resolution was adopted: 

“Resolved that in harmony with the action of the Endowment Fund 
Commission, the Conference hereby directs the Board of Stewards to ex- 
amine, upon his retirement, the record of each minister to determine 
whether he has paid 2''/r of his cash salary into the Endowment Fund each 
year, beginning 1915, and if he be found in arrears on these payments the 
Board of Stewards shall withhold his share of the earnings of other than 

I special trust or designated funds, turned over to the Board of Stewards by 
the Endowment Fund Commission for distribution, until such time as this 
claim is fully paid. This provision shall also apply in the case of a widow 
of a deceased minister.’’

Old People’s Home. J. E. Jacklin read the report of the Old People’s 
Home, and nominated trustees for the forthcoming year. The Secretary 
was instructed to cast the ballot of the Conference for the trustees named 
and they were elected. (See Report.) 

Board of Education Represented. Dr. John W. Hancher of the Board 
of Education was introduced and spoke briefiy in the interest of the 
Board. 

Bronson Methodist Hospital. Dr. W. M. Puffer, of the Michigan Con- 
ference, represented the Bronson Methodist Hospital, conveying the in- 
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vitation of the Michigan Conference to share with it in the support of the 
Hospital until such time as there may be a Methodist Hospital within the 
bounds of the Detroit Conference. On motion the following resolution was 
adopted; 

Resolved, That every pastor of the Conference present the subject 
of hospital work and especially Bronson Methodist Hospital to the people 
of his pastoral charge, and help the hospital attain its largest usefulness 
through the securing of collections from the churches, large gifts of money, 
bequests, and hospital supplies, and to cooperate with the work of the 
hospital in every possible way. 

Hospital Day. On motion it was ordered that the Sunday before 
Thanksgiving be observed as Hospital Day. 

Joint Session. The Conference stood and applauded the delegates to 
the Older Boys’ Conference as they entered to sit in joint session with 
the Annual Conference. A round of cheers by the boys expressed their 
appreciation of the hearty reception accorded them. 

W. R. Fruit officially welcomed the boys, and Rudolph Kagey, Flint, 
president of the Boys’ Conference, responded with a splendid speech. 
Howard A. Field gave a helpful and inspiring address on “The Boy the 
Church Needs.” The Bishop then delivered a challenging address. 

On motion of H. A. Field the Bishop was requested to present the 
Disciplinary questions to the members of the Class of Admission into Full 
Membership who were not present when the Class was called. 

Executive Session. On motion of W. G. Nixon an executive session 
was ordered at 1:45 P. M. 

Adjournment. After the Announcements the Conference adjourned, 
C. M. Thompson offering the closing prayer.

C. THE RECORD OF OTHER CONFERENCE MEETINGS. 

A Rural Church symposium featured Wednesday afternoon under the 
inspiring leadership of Dr. W. W. Diehl. R. M. Millard of Michigan Con- 
ference, W. J. Atkinson and Ira W. Cargo were the speakers. 

M. S. Rice was Conference Lecturer Wednesday evening, presenting the 
theme “The Devil take the Hindmost” to a crowded house. 

The Anniversaries of the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society and 
the Woman’s Home Missionary Society occupied Thursday afternoon. Miss 
Estella Forsythe, thirteen years a missionary in India, addressed the form- 
er. Mrs. E. W. Matthews of Columbus, Ohio, National Secretary of Sys- 
tematic Beneficence, the latter. 

On Thursday evening the Board of Home Missions and Church Exten- 
sion presented a splendid challenge • through the Motion Picture “The Ex- 
panding Years;” The Epworth League was represented by Dr. W. E. J. 
Gratz, new secretary of the department of Institute and Life Service. Bishop 
Henderson made the appointments of the Deaconesses for the Conference 
year. 

Friday afternoon, Dr. George B. Dean, Secretary of Evangelism for the 
Beard of Home Missions spoke on* “The United Program of the Church.” 

Rev. Ernest B. Caldwell, D. D., representative from the Board of For- 
eign Missions gave many instances coming under his observation on a tour 
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of missionary inspection in Africa which were as miracles of old of the 
healing power of the Gospel among the suffering peoples of the world. 

The Older Boys Conference co-incident with the Annual Conference was 
made the occasion for the Father and Son’s Banquet which was more than 
a delightful and happy event Friday evening with over three hundred pres- 
ent. The fine spirit of the gathering was rich ground for the appeal made 
by each address and every one present was ready to face the challenge of 
Bishop Henderson’s message “The Conclusion of the Whole Matter.’’ 

Young People’s night Friday brought together a capacity crowd of 
both young and old. The address of Rev. Ames Maywood on “Bucking the 
Line” made young life feel not only the intensity of life but that success 
calls each to meet the hard as well as easy tasks. 

Saturday afternoon three addresses engaged the attention of those pres- 
ent, “Our Veterans of the Cross” by Earl R. Rice. “Our Hospital” with 
special reference to Bronson Methodist Hospital at Kalamazoo by W. M. 
Puffer of Michigan Conference and a special address by Julian S. West. 
In the evening the anniversary of the Board of Education was observed 
with George Elliott, Editor of the Methodist Review as speaker. 

Sunday, the Conference Love Feast with Eugene Yager as leader was 
held in First Church, west side. Bishop Henderson preached the Confer- 
ence sermon in Madison Avenue church, the great audience taxing the 
capacity of the building. Representatives of the Conference occupied the 
pulpits of the city morning and evening. The afternoon was marked with 
the solemn service of ordination of deacons and eiders followed by the Con- 
secration service led by the Bishop. A great number of young people re- 
sponded to the appeal. The Charles Wesley Club enriched the afternoon 
service with choice selections in song. 

In the evening Lynn Harold Hough delivered his great Ter-Centenary 
sermon based on St. Paul’s words, “All. things are yours.” 1 Cor. 3:21, a 
fit and thrilling climax to a great day. 



THE SUNDAY SCHOOL INSTITUTE. 

One of the most helpful features of the Conference Session was the 
Sunday School Institute conducted by Dr. Harry C. Wilson and the Rev. 
Arlo Ayres Brown of the Board of Sunday Schools. These men set forth 
the following as their main propositions; first, that while the Sunday 
School movement was never so popular" as it is today the Church and the 
Communities at large are not half awake to the desperate necessity for 
the careful teaching of our Christian religion to the young; secondly, 
that there can be no successful teaching of religion without trained teach- 
ers, parents and school officers; thirdly, that adequate plans and materials 
are available for the training of both leaders and pupils if the Church will 
avail itself of the best that the Board of Sunday School offers. 

Topics which received special consideration were Evangelism in the

DISTRICT SUPERINTENDENTS’ REPORT, 1919 - 1920 . 



To the Bishop and Members of the Detroit Conference. 

Dear Brothers : e.. 

The lot has fallen upon me this year, to present to you the report of the su 

perintendents. I wish to say that the basis upon which the designation is made is 
not upon the ground of efficiency or good looks, but solely upon the ground of age. 
I hope that what I shall say will fully express the mind of my coadjutors. 

First we wish to express our thanks to Almighty God for His unfailing good- 
ness to all of us during the past year. We thank Him for peace and prosperity 
and for the abundant crops which lie has given to our people. We wish also to 
express our gratitude to all the Pastors who have cooperated with us in the strenu- 
ous work which together we have undertaken, f«»r the kindness they have shown us 
in their homes and for the splendid loyalty and support which have been given us 
by our laymen. We thank God for the Methodist Episcopal Church, and for all the 
Churches which are doing Ills Will and expressing Ills Glory in all this land. 

We began this year with high holies and comprehensive plans for a great year. 
But Ave were handicapped at the very lieginning by the return of the influenza which 
closed some of our churches for three months, and carried off some of our most 
valuable members. We were also hindered in our Avork by deep snoAV and intense 
cold weather. Notwithstanding this hoAvever, Ave noAv come to the close of the most 
successful year in eA’ery department that we have eA’er knoAvn. 

Another condition which might be mentioned which greatly multiplies our prob- 
lems is the constantly moving population oA'er the State. Tens of thousands of our 
people are leaving the open country and small towns and villages and going to the 
more thickly settled centers. Almost every rural section shoAVS a decrease in popu- 
lation during the past ten years, while some of our small towns and villages have 
been almost depopulated. In some instances almost the entire official Board has 
moved out and left the Church practically stranded. 

This unusual movement toward the industrial centers has created two very 
serious problems. First, it leaves the church in the small community almost desti- 
tute of people and therefore of financial support, and second, it creates a tremendous- 
ly pressing problem in the places to which they have gone, in that it is impossible 
to provide church equipment fast enough to house them or leadership to direct them. 
As an example of this condition many of the churches on the Detroit West District 
must be remodeled and enlarged at once. The Detroit East District needs three 
more churches immediately. Pontiac, Flint, Saginaw and Port Huron are desperate- 
ly in need of new churches and enlarged church equipment. 

The tremendous increase in cost of material and labor has hindered us some- 
Avhat in our building operations, but Ave haA'e made substantial progress. live church 
building enterprises are proceeding above the Straits. New churches are being built 
at Faithorn and Ingalls; Community Houses at Sidnaw and Sault Ste. Marie. New 
parsonages were secured at Onaway, Hale, West Branch and Alpena. A new church 
worth $20,000 has been dedicated at Freeland and another costing $22,000 at Bent- 
ley V beautiful church Avorth $10,000 is ready for dedication at Rose City. Civic 
Park,\’lint has built a fine plant at a cost of $20,000 and Oak Park, a parsonage 
worth $12,000. FiA*e new parsonages have been built on the Detroit East District. 
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St. Marks and Meade churches have been completed. A new church is in process 
of building at Redford. The Ninde Church has relocated on Grand River Ave. and 
^110,000 has been expended on the first unit of the new building. An increase in 
membership from 112 to over 500 justifies this removal. The Jsinde people have 
also organized a new church at Strathmoor with 100 new members. Atkinson Ave. 
has completed a $80,000 temporary building and has organized with over 100 charter 
members. W esley has spent $20,000 on a new organ. Tireman Avenue has erected 
a temporarj church at a cost of $15,000 and has organized with a membership of 
over 200. 



OUR RURAL WORK. 

It is to the credit and glory of Methodism that she has not neglected the poor 
and remote places. Inasmuch as the strength of Methodism is in the open country 
and the majority of the leaders have always come from the farm, in the program 
of the church the country must never be overlooked. Our rural problem is largely 
two fold. First, the movement of our young people to the industrial centers and 
the consequent loss of the optimistic and daring leadership of youth. Second, the 
retirement of many farmers, and consequent absentee landlordism and the problem 
of the tenant farmer. Absentee landlordism is opposed to all public improvements 
such as good roads, churches and schools, because all of these mean increased taxes 
and outlay, while the tenant farmer is a Migratory Species and cares only for the 
present hour. To these difiiculties must be added another significant fact, namely — 
Colonizing Systems are at work in some of the most productive sections of the State. 
The pioneer protestant farmers who love both the church and the State are being 
bought out and displaced by foreign speaking people whose ideals, customs and re” 
ligions are as foreign as their speech. 

But notwithstanding these difficulties we are making progress. A new vision 
has lately come to the rural community and to the minister both of the need and 
possibilities in the rural sections. This new condition has been brought about chief- 
ly through our Bishop who has not only aroused new interest in the importance of 
this work, but has also actually tramped the country with us. There is scarcely a 
preaching appointment, no matter how remote or how poor that he has not seen and 
made an object of his special care. 

Dr. W. W. Diehl has been no small factor in this important branch of our ser- 
vice. He almost sacrificed his life for this cause, and the Michigan Agricultural 
College, which has made possible the Rural Life Conference every year. Some of our 
most efficient men have dedicated their lives to the rural fields with the same fine 
spirit as others have shown in dedicating their lives to teaching or to the foreign 
field. Some of the outstanding churches which have been built during the past year 
to meet the needs of the rural community are Meade, Freeland, Bentley and Rose City. 

THE INDUSTRIAL CHALLENGE. 

During the past ye.ars Michigiin has become one of the most important industrial 
States of the countrj. Some of our cities have grown at a tremendous pace. In ten 
years Detroit, Flint and Pontiac have doubled their populations. Tens of thousands 
of our people have changed their mode of living from that obtaining in the open 
country or the smail town, to the new conditions in a modern, bustling citv. The 
effects have been many and varied. The country must be saved, but the city must 
also be saved. Our responsibility is one. If we are to save America and the world, 
the cities must be saved. One section of our church is not in competition with an- 
other section, nor one interest in competition with another interest. The city churches 
must take care of the thousands, both young and old, when we send them from the 
country and we must help them. If the City perish, we all perish.

THE CENTENARY, THE TITIIERS AND THE LIFE SERVICE MEMBERS. 

Our Conference Centenary pledge in its magnitude astonished even the most op- 
timistic. We are now facing the real test of our sincerity and loyalty to the Church 
and the Kingdom. Some of the districts report that the funds arc coming in sjden- 
didly, while others are finding a lack of interest in the payment of pledges.^^ This 
latter condition is due to a number of causes. One Superintendent says : There 

Avill he a large slump in Centenary returns. SmalLor cium hes are disturbed bj re- 
ports of the spending of Centenary Funds. Every one feels tliat they are fiititled 
to a part of it to supplement their own small resources. The missionary character 
('f this gift of the Churches must be made clear. We are losing out. I believe, in its 
high character as a benevolence. It has become too much in the nature of an assess 
ment with a remote and hazy objective.” The Centenary Spirit and Motives iiiust 
be sustained at anv cost. We must solicit religiously every possible contributor. The 
Centenary period has now passed. Let us hereafter allow the term Centenary to 
pass out of our vocabulary and the term Benevolence take its place, for the high 
standard of giving must never be allowed to sag nor the period of five years be the 
limit, but in the face of the World’s tremendous and pressing needs we must allow 
our pledges to grow with an increasing ability, and continue while life lae.rs. 

It is our conviction that the System of tithing will solve the financi.il problem 
in our work as well as a number of others. We have thousands of signed 
tithers in our Conference. It is our belief that the practice of a number of tithers 
is uncertain. A thorough systematic course of instruction and a more apparent 
recognition of the Divine ownership is necessary before the stewardship plan will he 
actually observed. There is yet too much opposition to the principle of tithing 
among so-called Christian people. We should seek continually to secure every nieni- 
ber of our churches to unite in this holy fellowship. Thousands of our young men 
and women during recent years have signed the Life Service Card, but our church 
has not yet discovered a method by which they can be trained and brought into ac- 
tual service. Sincere in their decision, they are saying as they stand vvaiting ‘ no 
man hath hired us.” 

We congratulate the trustees of the Michigan Christian Advocate upon what they 
have done under trying circumstances. We sincerely sympathize with our Brother 
F. F. Fitchett in his illness and hope and pray for his speedy recovery. Michigan 
Methodism needs the Advocate. There is ample field here for a truly great paper. 
Let us strengthen the hands of the Editors and Board of Managers by a pledge of 
loyalty and assurance of cooperation aiming to place a copy weekly in every Metho- 
dist home in the State. 

Many of our people do not seem to know that we have a College at Albion. 
Bishop Henderson has recently outlined a new' and aggressive program which will 
be put into operation. Monej' and material to lift the College to highest rank is 
needed. We hope the day is not distant when this need shall find a response from 
Michigan Methodism of which we shall all be proud. 

In carrying out our progx’am of Evangelism the slogan for the year has been 
“one in four.” One new member for every four of our membership. M e may not 
be able to show' that increase, but our Conference has surely been moved with evan- 
gelistic fervor and has witnessed results such as never before. In every District the 
campaign w'as a success. While the latest figures are not in hand we are confident 
that nearly every district will reach its quota. Says one District Superintendent ; 
“During the evangelistic campaign more folks were won to Christ than in any three 
years of our history heretofore. Quarterly Conferences have been the best ever, 
ministers have been reborn in their ministry, many churches have had a rebirth of 
faith that God can do this thing through the regular ministry and the regular agen- 
cies of the Church.” 

In the matter of Pastoral support, our people are realizing the effect of the 
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advance in living expenses and are increasing the salaries of their ministers. One 
District reports an increase of over .$20,000, another of $15,000, another of $7,000. 

The conditions of the times demand that the minister be equipped as thorough- 
ly as possible. The world has not yet outlived the need of the Gospel message. 
It IS still the I‘ower of God unto Salvation. 

The great crowd getter and the crowd holder is not the movie on Sunday night, 
but the strong, fervent gospel appeal from the heart of a man who can interpret 
the hunger of the human soul and is able to bring Christ near. The Preacher who 
has a living message is still popular. Only Christ can save the World and people 
are much interested in Him who is our only salvation and hope of Heaven. 

^ The great need today is for men who will he pastors. One Superintendent says, 
•More men fail on my District because they will not be pastors than from any other 
cause. This is what some of the people say concerning the Pastor, “lie is not in- 
terested in us.” “Why should we bo interested in him?” Another says. “I am the 

treasurer of the Church, but our Pastor has not been in our home for a year.” An- 
other “If only he would call on the old people and sick.” In many instances the 
Superintendents do not ask the questions concerning Pastoral labor, because of its 
embarrassing consequences. Some men make only 7.3 or 100 pastaral calls per year, 
literally thoiisands of our people are like sheep having no shepherd. In no Church 

are the ministers so closely related and dependent upon one another as in our 

denomination, therefore, we can make or break our successor. Let us leave a com- 
plete calling list when we remove from the Charge, let us pull up all the stakes and 
let our success )r marry the people, bury them and baptize them. Let us be as cour- 
teous to one another as are the doctors and lawyers to their fraternity and brothers. 
If jou have demanded a change of pastorate before you move tell the people that 
3 oil desire to move and that an autocratic and cruel District Superintendent or Bishop 
did not pull 3 ’ou up against 3 *our will. 

We cannot now say too many good things about our Bishop. Not only is he our 
chief, but best of all he is our brother. With gratitude for all the past, we look con- 
tklentl 3 ' toward the future.

SUPERANNUATED PREACHERS’ AID SOCIETY VALEDICTORY. 

September 23rd, 1920. 

Fathers and Brethren : 

A year ago Brother Charles W. Baldwin presented his report ns the Secretary- 
Treasurer of this Society and outlined the plans for the transfer of its securities and 
trusts to the Endowment Fund Commission. Before the great task was finished he 
received the call to lay down his work and enter into that Sabbath rest that re- 
maineth for the people of God. 

To the $10.o,4ol.l0 that ho reported last year $.">04.92 Avas added reaching a 
grand total of $10.">,9r»r>.02 as the final EndoAvment Fund of the S. I’. A. S. He made 
the last entry affecting this Fuml February Gth, 1920 and at that time he had trans- 
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ferred a total of $99,508.00 to the Commission. Since then $2,250 more has been 
transferred and we now hold $3,9.37 in securities and $477.58 cash in Bank. 

We are about to complete the transfer and make the linal settlement of the af- 
fairs of this society. e shall ask you to authorize us to transfer a trust fund of 
$450.00 to the Corporate Conference and we shall then have a small balance of 
about $100.00 which wili be turned o^'er to the Board of Stewards in accordance 
1^ with the plan outlined a year ago. 

Since Brother Baldwin's death the only expense incurred by the S. 1*. A. S. was 
the sum of $14.79 paid to the trustees for traveling expenses to attend the two 
special meetings Avhich have been held. 

As soon as a few minor items of business shall be completed we will surrender 
our charter and cease to be anything but a memory to the Claimants of the Detroit 
Conference. 

The high purpose and sacred obligations entrusted to us have passed to the En- 
dowment Fund Commission and we sincerely hope that better results than were ever 
attained in the past will cheer and brighten the lives of the Claimants of the De- 
troit Conference for whose sake the 8. 1*. A. S. came into existence and lived its life 
of sixty years.

REPORT OF THE OLD PEOPLE'S HOME FOR THE YEAR 1919-1920. 

The work of the Home for the past year has been gratifying, notwithstanding 
rather trying difficulties arising out of the prevailing scarcity of labor and the high 
cost of food, fuel and services. The running expenses have exceeded those of the 
preceding 3 ’^ar by $1,400. The conditions that have increased the cost of support, 
haA'e, at the same time, increased the number of old people who need the sheltering care 
of the Home. In no other year have so many knocked at our doors and asked for 
adoption into our family. We have not been able to open the doors to more than 
about one-third of the worthy and eligible applicants. Eleven persons have been 
received and settled, for the rest of their days, in the care and protection of the 
Home. Seven members have gone to their heavenly home. Save for brief and proper 
intervals between the death of one member and the incoming of another, the rooms 
of the Home have all been occupied through the year. The fact of there being a vital 
need of a Conference Home, like ours, stands out in bold relief; it Avas planted none 
too soon ; nor is it too large ; it provides for fifty-liAe and it Avould be a blessing, 
if the capacity Avere seventy-five. A Aving at the north end of the main building cor- 
responding to that at the south end is much to be desired. 

It is cause for gratification that the Home seems to be growing in the confidence 
and affections of our churches; this is largely due to the fine support extended to 
our Home by our pastors. Under the inspiration of their testimony, our Church mem- 
bers are repeatedly doing some of the most beautiful of Christian deeds. 

Today there are fi-fty-three members in our family, nine men and forty-four 
women and the tAvo applicants, ••cccptcd for the tAvo unoccupied rooms and Avhose 
coming is expected almost any day, a. both men. 

The last member to join our familj’ is a member of this Conference, making 
three of our preachers noAV in the Home circle and all of them have brought grace 
and benediction to us. Of the ninety-six people Avho have come into the Home, ten 
Avere married couples, husbands and Avives coming together; sixteen of the ninety- 
six Avere men ; fifteen of the ninety-six Avere neA'er married and that suggests that 
unmaiiied people are more likelj' to be homeless in old age, than are others; fortj'- 
three of the ninety-six have died, after .spending an aA'erage time of nearly five jears

in the Home. This average sojourn is yearly rising to a higher rate, as the Home 
itself grows older. 

It has cost $,*>27 per member to maintain the Home the past j’ear ; this is twice 
the cost of ten years ago. The total expenses for the year have been $18,903, but f| 

this includes $1,200 paid out in annuities. Our arrearage the first inst. was $2,740 ; ^ 

the expenses for this month will be about $1,500 and that will make $4,240 as the 
amount of receipts needed in September to allow the Home to begin the work of the 
new year, October 1st, with balanced accounts. It is a welcome announcement that 
more money has come into our Endowment Fund this past year, than in any other 
year, viz $11,520 bringing that fund up to the handsome total $73,311. We also 
have unexpended reserves in the shape of admission fees amounting to $47,047. We 
nominate as trustees for three years, Hon. J. E. Beal, Dr. C. P. Wood, F. M. Beall, 

E. M. Moore, II. A. Leeson and II. A. Field ; as trustee for two years, Reuben Crosby.

The Michigan and Detroit Annual Conferences, at their sessions of 1919, ac- 
cepted the proposal of the Michigan Christian Advocate corporation to take over and 
carry on the paper, the Michigan Christian Advocate. Each Conference elected four 
1 rustees to constitute a holding body or Board of Trustees, which was duly incor- 
porated under the laws of Michigan, as the Michigan Christian Advocate Publishing 
Company. The Articles of Association were filed with the Secretary of State at 
Lansing on October 16. 1919. The Board of Trustees met at the Advocate office on 
November 12, 1919 and org;inizcd by electing officers. The trustees were, Martin L. 
box, illiam II. I’helps. W. F. Kendrick and Hugh Kennedy from the Michigan Con- 
ference; W. R. Fruit. H. A. Field, II. Lester Smith and Charles B. Allen from the 
Detroit Conference. Tin* officers chosen were : I*resident, Hugh Kennedy ; Vice 

President, W. K. Fruit; Secretary. Elmer Houser; Treasurer, Frank F. Fitchett. 

The editorial and office staff of the Advocate were continued as fornierlj-, under 
the new regime. 

On November 30, 1919, the Michigan Christian Advocate, with all its property, 
subscription list and good will, Avas turned over by the old corporation to the new, 
Avhich has since carried on the paper.

Ti e Advocate had on hand September 1st in liipiid assets $6,723.83, besides the 
plant, and paper stock on hand worth at cost price, $3.20.».08, or at present prices, 
$6,837.50. We have paper on hand to carry us through the calendar year, and the 
expenses cf the year can be fully met from the funds in hand and further receipts 
from subscriptions and advertising. Thus the Advocate is a solvent, going concern. 

The subscription list, on September 1st, 1020. stood at 18.342 which is about 
2.000 more than a year ago. Of the present subscribers, 9,844 are in the Detroit 
Conference. 7,620 in the Michigan Conference, and 878 outside the state. 

The Advocate has been carried on through the year under considerable handicap 
owing to the fact that the Editor, Dr. Frank F. Fitchett, was stricken with paralysis 
in April, and has since been unable to perform his duties. The Associate Editor with 
A'aluable assistance from Dr. George Elliott and several other brethren, in editorial 
writing, has kept up the work and brought out the paper until the present time. 

In May a vigorous campaign for new subscribers was put on. Rev. II. G. Pearce, 
of the Area Staff, rendering valuable assistance. In this way 4.000 new subscrip- 
tions were added to the list, making up for shrinkage and placing the circulation 
above 18,000. 

At a meeting of the P.oard of Trustees held on September 0th, Dr. Fitchett 
tendered his resignation as Editor and Treasurer, and Dr. M illiam II. Phelps, of the 
Michigan Conference, was elected to those positions. 

The election of Dr. H. Lester Smith rs P.ishop by the General Conference at Dos 
Moines, left a vacancy in the Board of Trustees, to be tilled by the Detroit Confer- 
ence. 

Had the operating expenses continued on the same level as last year, Avhen the 
Advocate was taken over by the Conferences, its problems would be easy, and the fu- 
ture assured. But, with the cost of paper more than doubled in the year, and now 
four and a half times as great as live years ago; Avith printing costs more than 
double next year compared with two years ago, and other expenses largely increased ; 
Avith the prospect that each j’early subscription to the Advocate Avill cost next year, 
on the basis of the present size and circulation, more than $2.50 besides Avhat the 
adv'ertising Avill provide, it Avill require cart'ful management, and the full cooperation 
of all our pastors and people in sustaining and increasing the subscrii)tion list, to main- 
tain the paper. The Board of Trustees bespeaks the loyal support of the Michigan 
Christian Advocate, so indispensable to Michig.an Methodism, by all our paistore 
and p<‘opb‘.

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON SOCIAL AND MORAL REFORM. 



We rejoice in the past achievements and in the program of the Board of Temp- 
erance, Prohibition and Public Morals of our Church. It has been .a leader of thought 
and a maker of successful plans. Independent in its thinking and planning it occu- 
pies a unique place in the work of reform and has given ample proof of its value as 
a militant Christian power in the war against alcohol and kindred evils throughout 
the nation. It has always been ready to take the initiative, but has been careful not 
to outrun public sentiment, and has ever been ready to cooiierate with all worthy 

temperance agencies. Me are glad to give our contidence* to its wise and aggressive 
tactics. 

It inaugurjited the ‘‘Bone Dry” regimen and made the new term popular and is 
now advocating the withdrawal «>f our flag and consular service from protection of 
those who do in other lands what has been outlawed in the United States. 

We concur with the General Conference at Dos Moines and ‘‘endorse the far 
seeing plans of the Board in securing the most eligible site, just fronting the doors 
<<f the Capitol at Masnington. for the erection of a large building commemorating 
the hundred year struggle which has resulted in national prohibition, and furnish 
a home for the Board of Temperance and all Methodist interests that center in M’ash- 
ington, and be the headquarters of the Protestant and civic reform leaders who 
watch the currents of government and promote the reforms now throbbing for e.v- 
pression in the convictions of the people.” 

This work, started with the full endorsement of the General Conference, was 
hindered by the war and sidetracked by the Centenary Drive, but must now be com- 
pleted by the generosity of those who believe that the importance of this reform work 
demands adequate equipment for its future conquests. 

M'e urge every pastor to heartily participate in the plans of the Board to se- 
cuie tlie balance of the funds necessary to finish its building enterprise. 

We endorse the strict enforcement of National Prohibition, including the 
elimination of wine and beer of any alcoholic inu'cent ; the enthronement of the 
American Sabbath on its civic foundations; the Bil»le taught all our growing citizens 
in our public schools; Americanization insisted upon, including the English language 
in our schools and newspapers; tiie maintenance of our American ideals of purity in 
the home life of both sexes; the enforcement of the lied Light Abatement Laws; 
the passage of the bill now p<*nding in Congress suppressing race track gambling, its 
ticket issues and the transportation of its betting chances. 

Ill view of the lowering of the moral standards and the loosening of certain na- 
tional ideals following the war, we should look for a sunrise on Plymouth Rock by 
the revivifying of those ideals which our forefathers brought and planted in this 
new world and whose fruition is our Christian civilization, our National Government 
and our freedom.

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON EDUCATION. 

Michifran Methodism stands vitally rcdatod to two major enterprises in the edu- 
cational life of the State. Albion College is the distinct responsibility of the Church. 
The University of Michigan presents an opportunity to the Church in no-wise of 
secondary importance. 

Recognizing that tbe resources for the development of an adequate program for 
the Church in these two institutions must be materially increased we recommend 
the adoption of the following declaration of principles. 

1st. That Ave join with the Michigan Conference in a campaign to secure 
$1,500,000 to meet the Methodist Educational responsibility in Michigan. 

$1,250,000 to be used for endowment and equipment in Albion College. 

$250,000 to be used for the development of a Methodist program at the 
University of Michigan. 

2nd. That a general publicity campaign to acquaint our constituency Avith the 
possibilities and needs of our education"! field be promoted immediately and that a 
preliminarj’ canA’ass for personal gifts be undertaken as soon as practicable. 

3rd. That the Department of Finance of the Hoard of Education of the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church be requested to take executive direction of the entire cam- 
paign in co-operation Avith the local authorities iiiA'olved. 

4th. That the intensiA’e financial campaign Avhich Avill be carried on in our local 
churches be subject to the final approA’al of the next annual conference.

CONSTITUTION 

MICHIGAN ASSOCIATION OF CHURCHES. 

Article 1. Name. 

This organization shall be called the :\Iichigan State Association of Churches. 

Article 2. Purpose. 

The purpose of this organization shall be to further the co-operation of the vari- 
ous denominations, systematize and facilitate all such interdenominational Avork as 
f evangelism, social service, and co-operative missionary work, secure an equitable ad- 

i justment of opportunity and responsibilit.v among the constituent denominations, pro- 

I mote the organization and doA'clopment of local forms of church co-operation in the 

I communities and counties of the state — recognizing City Federations as part of the 

\ plan and to do any other kindivil service Avhich may be undertaken denomination- 

I ally Avithin the State of ^lichigan. 
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Article 3. Membership. 

Section 1. The members of this Association shall consist of the evangelical 
denominations of the state which approve this constitution, select their representa- 
tives, so notifj’ the Secretary of the Association in writing, and participate in its 
financial support. 

Section 2. The denominations uniting in the work of this organization shall act 
through a State Council. 

Section 3. The Membership of this Council shall consist of one clerical and one 
lay delegate chosen by each denominational state body, and an additional lay and 
clerical delegate for every fifteen thousand members of each denomination or major 
fraction thereof, over twenty-five thousand. 

Section 4. The Council shall have no authority over the constituent denomi- 
nations or churches. Its powers shall be advisory and executive only. 

Article 4. Officers. 

Section 1. The officers of this A.ssociation shall be elected by the Council, and 
shall consist of a I’resident, three vice-Presidents, a Secretary, a Treasurer, who shail 
hold office for one year or until their succes.sors are elected; and an Executive Com- 
mittee of eight members who shall be elected at the annual meeting. 

Section 2. Vacancies occurring in any office of this .Issociation may be tem- 
porarily filled by the Executive Committee until the next annual meeting. 

Section .3. The President, Secretary and Treasurer shall be ex-officio members 
of the Executive Committee. 

Article 5. Meetings. 

Section 1. There shall be an annual meeting of the Council at such time and 
place and of such character as the Executive Committee may determine. 

Section 2. Special meetings of the Executive Committee may be called by the 
President and shall be called by the Recording Secretary at the written request of three 
members thereof. 

Section 3. Seven members shall constitute a quorum for the trans.iction of 
business in the Executive Committee. 

Article 6. Powers. 

Section 1. The Council shall have power (a) to make its own by-iaws ; (b) to 
appoint such commissions as may be needed, and to receive and act upon their reports : 
(c) to choose an Executive Secretary, define his duties, and fix his salary ; (d) to 
exercise a generai oversight over the interests of the Association. 

Section 2. It shall devise ways and means to finance the work of the Associa- 
tion. 

Section 3. Twenty-five percent of the membership of the Council shall consti- 
tute a quorum for the transaction of business.

Article 7. Elections. 

Unless otherwise ordered by a niajority of those present at the annual meeting, 
all nominations shall be presented by a nominating committee and all elections shall 
be by ballot. 

Article 8. Amendments. 



This Constitution may be altered or amended by a two-thirds vote of the mem- 
bers present and voting at any annual meeting, notice of the proposed amendment 
having been given either in the call of the meeting or at least twenty days prior to 
the meeting. 
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Article 9. 



This Association shall not begin to function until four or more denoininations, 
each with a membership of 25,000 or over, shall have approved the Constitution and 
chosen their representatives on the Council. 



REPORT OF EPWORTH LEAGUE COMMITTEE. 

As we review the work of another Conference year we feel truly grateful to Al- 
mighty God for the splendid service rendered to Methodism and the Kingdom of God 
by the Epworth Leagues of the Detroit Conference. Without exception it has been 
one of the best years in the history of our young people’s work in Michigan. 

We believe our Epworth Leagues should afford one great recruiting held for Al- 
bion College. A League can never (piite fulfill its function in the Church except it 
shall prepare its youth for future leadership. The atmosphere of the Epworth League, 
therefore, must be such as will encourage the growth of great leaders. More and 
more we, as pastors, must encourage our youth to assume responsibilities and fit them- 
selves for the larger service of the Kingdom of Christ. 

' Two highly successful institutes were held during the year — one at Albion and an- 
other at Ishpeming. We urge every pastor that he not only interest himself, but 
that he make use of every possible means to secure the attendance of his young 
people at one of the State Institutes. 

We fear too often we are not as successful as we might be with our youth be- 
cause we have neglected the .Tuniors. Every pastor should see that a Junior League 
is organized in his church, and that the graded course of study be adopted. 

We are especially gratified to know that throughout the entire Conference our 
young people are responding to the urgent calls for Christian service. From the 

Upper Peninsula Miss Mae James represents us in the great Home Mission field and 

Miss Geraldine Townsend from the Lower Peninsula in our Foreign Mission Work, 
/ But beside these young women and many others, both in the home and foreign fields, 
w'e are glad that not a few young men are giving themselves to the ministry of the 
Methodist Episcopal church. 

In view of the generous response of our Epworth Leagues in the support of the 
Miss Geraldine Townsend Fund, we suggest that a column be set aside in the sta- 
tistical blanks for this purpose that our Leagues may register their gifts and that 
proper credit be given them. We further suggest that Mission Study Classes be or- 
ganized in every League. 

In the work of the League let us not be content with human possibilities and 

human capacities, for to do the seemingly impossible task that lies before us we 

shall need always the companionship of Christ and the leadership of the Holy Spirit.

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PART VIL— PLAN OF CONFERENCE COURSES OF 

STUDY. 



The attention of all students is directed to the “Recommendations to Conference” 
under the heading, “Summer School of Theology,” in Part V-A, Saturday morning, 
September 25th, in this issue of the Minutes. 

(A) UNDERGRADUATE COURSES. 

(1) INSTRUCTORS. 

(a) Within fifteen days after the close of each Annual Conference each In- 
structor shall be furnished by the Registrar of his Board of Examiners with the 
names and addresses of all students in each subject for which such Instructor 
is responsible. The subjects in which names shall be furnished shall include 
collateral reading, w^ritten sermon, and special homiletical work as well as stud- 
ies for examination. 

(b) Each instructor shall pursue diligently, and w’ith regularity and prompt- 
ness, the correspondence method in the conduct of “required written Avork.” To 
this end the Instructor shall divide the required written work in each book or 
subject into from four to eight approximately equal parts as the subject may re- 
quire. These assignments of w’ork shall be sent to the students all at once be- 
fore October 15th. or one each month before the middle of the month, beginning 
wdth October and continuing until all assignments have been sent. Each In- 
structor shall return promptly to the student each installment of written work, 
when postage is enclosed, giving criticisms, corrections and suggestions. 

(c) Each Instructor shall forward all grades on “required written W’ork” 
to the Registrar of the Undergraduate School of Theology at Albion in time for 
the opening daj^ of said school. Such report shall include also the status of the 
w’ritten work of students whose w’ork is incomplete or entirely delinquent. 
Written w’ork received after the conclusion of the Summer School of Theology 
shall be reported to the Registrar of the Board of Examiners as early as pos- 
sible and not later than the opening day of Conference. 

(d) Each Instructor shall, unless excused by the Chairman for unavoidable 
reasons, be present at the seat of the Annual Conference on the day set for 
Conference Examinations, and shall conduct the examinations in his own sub- 
jects. He shall also meet for counsel the classes of the ensuing year in each 
subject for w’hich he is responsible. The schedule of examination and of per- 
iods for counsel shall be arranged by the Chainnan and Registrar. 

(e) Each member of the Board of Examiners shall, unless excused by the Sum- 
mer School Senate, serve as Instructor on the Undergraduate Summer School 
Faculty two years out of the Quadrennium, and preferably two consecutive 
years, the years of such service to be arranged by the Summer School Senate 
or a committee appointed by such Senate. 

(2) STUDENTS. 

(a) Students will find necessary information on many points in the chapter on 
Courses of Study in the Discipline of 1920, although th*e books studied for this 
year will be the old course as given in the Discipline of 1916. ’ 

(b) Each student shall prepare and send in his “required written work” as 
indicated by his respective Instructors. Written work in all subjects requiring 
examination must be completed before the opening of the Summer School. 
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Promptness in submitting required written "work will count to the students 
credit to such extent as the Instructor may deem fair and just. If for any 
reason the Instructor fails to get the requirements in written work, or any part 
of the same, to the student within four weeks after due, as per section (b) under 
the head of “Instructors”, the student shall prepare such reqiiired written work 
or part thereof as outlined in “Directions and Helps.” It is expected by the 
Board that the required written work in the studies for examination, the col- 
lateral books, and the special homiletics be carried on simultaneously. 

(c) Every student, unless excused as hereafter provided, is required to be at 
the Undergraduate Summer School of Theology at Albion each year during his 
Course of Study. Excuse for non-attendance shall require the concurrent ac- 
tion of the Dean of the School and of the Chairman of the Board of Examiners. 
This shall be understood to apply to all Undergraduates including those who 
are students of college or Theological Seminary. In case of necessary absence 
from the Summer School, the Instructor shall endeavor as best he can to make 
up to the student his loss by assigning extra work, giving additional examina- 
tion, or both. Each student attending the Summer School shall receive his 
equitable share of the funds provided by the Conferences for the support of the 
school, distribution being on the basis provided for by the Summer School Sen- 
ate. 

(d) Examination of all students shall be as follows. Examinations in all 
studies shall be taken only at the close of the Summer School of Theology, and 
on the day before Conference convenes. Each student attending the Summer 
School shall be examined by his Instructors on the School Faculty rather than 
by the Board of Examiners. Such Instructors may allow oral examination or 
recitations to supplement written examinations, but these shall not be substitut- 
ed for “required written work.” Written or final examinations cannot be taken 
in any study until all the “required written work in such study has been com- 
pleted and is in the hands of the regular Examiner or Summer School Instruc- 
tor. All “required written work”. shall be graded by the Examiner and not by 
the Summer School Instructor. 

(e) The students final grade in any subject requiring examination, whether 
taken at the Summer School or at Conference, shall be arrived at as follows. 
The “required written work” will be graded on the basis of 100% as will also the 
examinations. For those not at the Summer School, extra tasks shall for the 
purposes of grading be regarded as “required written work,” and additional ex- 
aminations shall be averaged with the regular examination. The average of 
the marks on “required written work” and on examinations will be the final pass- 
ing mark, providing that such average is at least 70% and that neither is below 
65%. The students grade on all collateral subjects will be on the basis of 
100%, the minimum passing mark being 70%. 

(f) Each student shall pay annually, at the time of the Summer School of 
Theology, a fee of $2.50, said fee to be divided on the basis of $2.00 for the 
Summer School and 50 cents for the Board of Examiners. Absence from the 
Summer School does not excuse any student from paying the entire fee unless 
excused from studies by vote of the Conference. 

(g) The work as offered at the Summer School in studies of the Admission 
Year shall be open, without financial aid, to supplies and other persons desir- 
ing to take the same who do not expect to enter Conference. Written recom- 
mendation of the District Superintendent shall be the condition of enrollment 
in all such cases. Local preachers desiring to take the Local Preacher’s course 
should consult the Chairman of the Board of Examiners concerning such course, 
and the possibility of substituting for at least a part of the same work offered 
in the Summer School, All persons taking Admission Studies in the Summer 
School who are to join the Conference at its next session, and all Local Preach- 
ers having charges who are taking work leading to ordination, shall share in the 
Conference financial aid on the panae basis as Conference men. 
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(h) All substitutions desired by the student for work done in an educational 
institution or elsew'here shall be determined upon by the Board of Examiners, 
or hy the Faculty of the Summer School in committee or as a whole, when eith- 
er are in session, when neither Examiners nor Summer School are in session, 
full power in the matter of substitutions requiring prompt decision shall be 
vested in a standing committee, consisting of the Chairman and Registrar of the 
Board, the Dean of the School, and such Examiners as are responsible for the 
studies in w’hich substitutions are proposed. No credits shall be accepted from 
any source unless signed by the official head or registrar of the institution in 
which the work has been done.

REV. SALEM A. DEAN. 

The sixty-four years and six days lying between September 14, 1855, 
and September 20, 1919, were the measure and the period of the life of this 
good man. For forty-five years he was a preacher of the Gospel and for 
thirty-six years a worthy member of the Detroit Conference, to which he 




came in 1883 at the session in Flint, Bishop Harris presiding, on creden- 
tials from the Methodist Episcopal Church of Canada, a church which con- 
tributed something like a score of members to the Detroit Conference, some 
of whom have risen to high positions. 

Naturally his ministry began in the Canadian Church, for he was rear- 
ed in it, being born in Ontario. On coming to Michigan he became pastor 
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of the churches at Onaway, Williamston, Flushing, Saginaw (Ames), San- 
dusky and Croswell. 

In 1910 he was appointed to a position in the Anti-Saloon League. To 
this work he gave himself wholeheartedly and continued in it to the end. 

Brother Dean was a man of untiring industry, of good conscience, an in- 
tense lover of the right and hater of wrong, of acute and active intellect, of 
fine culture and optimistic outlook, loyal to God and to the Church. He 
had kind fellowship and warm friendships' with his brethren of the Confer- 
ence and cherished his relationship to the Church and its ministry as price- 
less. We could have wished. for him a few years more of life and health 
that his gifted ministry might have filled out half a century.

SAMUEL M. GILCHRIESE. 

The subject of this sketch was born at Duffen’s Creek, Ontario, Septem- 
ber 15, 1854; and when he fell asleep in death in the parsonage at Grass 
Lake on Thursday, September 25, 1919, he had just passed the 65th mile- 
stone of his life. 




His opportunities for education and ministerial training were among 
the best. His literary work was done at Victoria University, Coburg, On- 
tario, and his theological work at Garrett Biblical Institute, Evanston. He 
joined the Detroit Conference on trial in 1880, and during the thirty-nine 
years of his ministry never missed a session.
